Isaac  Dayton’s  father,  Michael  Dayton,  granted  him  the  funds 
to  purchase  a  homestead  in  Wisconsin,  having  heard  of  the 
fertile  lands  of  that  state.  Isaac’s  first  intention  was  to  settle- 
near  Fox  Lake,  Wis.,  in  the  Town  of  Trenton,  but  chose  land 
near  Doylestown,  Columbia  Co.,  Wis. 

Isaac  Dayton  was  a  man  of  strong  religious  leanings  and  de¬ 
voted  his  leisure  time  to  the  taking  of  long  walks  devoted  to 
religious  preaching  and  the  settling  of  disputes  among  his 
close  and  distant  neighbors. 

Mary  (Patchin)  Dayton  was  reputed  to  have  been  a  person  of 
quiet  refinement  ...  a  capable  mother  of  eight  children  and 
a  steadfast  pioneer  farmer’s  wife;  living  far  away  from  an 
established  community.

Henry  Town  Jr.  had  just  returned  from  France  ...  a  fe\e 
months  before  meeting  Mary  Luella  Dayton,  where  he  had 
served  as  a  Medical  Sergeant,  attached  to  Base  Hospital  136 
at  Valines  Morbihan,  France  in  the  37th  Medical  Unit  of  the 
United  States  Army,  lie  attended  the  University  of  Wisconsin 
before  Ins  enlistment  in  the  First  World  War. 
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Shortly  after  their  marriage  they  resided  with  his  father  at  the 
Warden’s  residence;  removing  to  Madison,  Wis.  a  few  years 
later  where  Henry  Town  took  a  position  as  State  Food  Inspec¬ 
tor  for  the  State  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Markets.  He 
held  this  position  for  sixteen  years,  after  which  he  became  Chief 
Inspector  of  State  Institutions,  Dept,  of  Public  Welfare,  for  a 
period  of  three  years.
